In pursance of the Organic Act of the Territory of Colorado, by 
roclamation of the Gover nor, the Council assembled at their hall 

in the city of Denver, on Monday, the ninth day of September, A. 
D. 1861. 

They were called to order by the Honorable Lewis Ledyard 
Weld, Secretary of the Territory.

officers by viva voce vote. 

Mr. Steck nominated for President Mr. Arnold. 

Mr. Graham nominated Mr. Steck. 

Mr. Mather nominated Mr. Parker. 

No choice for President being made, after voting several times, 

On motion of Mr. Robbins, the election of President was post- 
poned, and the Council proceeded to elect the other officers. 

S. L. Baker was nominated for Secretary, and having received a 
majority of all the votes cast, was declared duly elected. 

David A. Chever was nominated for Assistant Secretary, and 
having reccived a majority of all the votes cast, was declared duly 


elected. 
Thomas F. Kinsey was nominated for Enrolling and Engrossing 
Clerk, and having ‘received a: majority of all the votes cast, was 


declared duly elected. 

E. W. Kingsbury was nominated for Sergeant-at-Arms, and hav- 
mg received a majority of all the votes cast, was declared duly 
elected. 

J. Pugh wasenominated for Foreman, and having received a 
majority “of all the votes cast, was declared duly elected. 
Rev. W. A. Kinney was nominated for Chaplain, and having 
received a majority of all the votes cast, was declared duly elected.. 
Messrs. Scudder, Crocker and Chaffee, a committee from the 
Fouse of Representatives, appeared, and reported it organized and 
ready for busiucss. 

On motion, the Council proceeded to elect a Messenger. 

J. MeNasser was nominated for the office, and having received æ 
majority of all the votes cast, was declared duly elected.

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AFTERNOON SESSION 


Council met pursuant to adjournment.

On motion, Council proceeded to elect a President, and E. A. 
Arnold having received a majority of a the votes cast, was declared 
duly elected. 

The President then administered ile oath of office to Messrs. 
Chever, Kinsey, Kingsbury and Pugh. 

On motion, the President appointed a committee consisting of 
Messrs Steck and Willis to inform his Excellency, the Governor, 
that the Council was organized and ready to receive any communi- 
cation he might wish to Pale. 

On motion, the President appointed Messrs. Stedk and Parker 
a committee to inform the House of Representatives that the 
Council was permanently organized and ready to meet in joint 
convention. 

The committees reported, and the Gennai proceeded to the House 
of Representatives : 

Whereupon, both Houses beingin joint convention, the Governor 
appeared and delivered the following: 


GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Fellow Citizens of the Legislative Assembly of Colorado Territory: 


Accept my congratulations, gentlemen, that the auspicious hour 
has arrived for the meeting of the Legislative Assembly of the 
people of Colorado. Accept, also, the expresssions of satisfaction 
with which I welcome you to inaugurate government on the founda- 
tion of the will and power of the people. 

The stern and delicate duty which is confided to you, is to create 
and condense into system and order the elements of stable govern- 
ment for this commonwealth of the primeval mountains, to become, 
in the march of our great country, one of the family of the 
American Union. 

It is enjoined upon me by the Organic Act,to submit to your 
deliberations the condition of our young republic, ard recom- 
m end to you specially the essential subjects of Legislation. 

I recommend to you the sùbdivision of our Territorial area into 
counties, suited to the wants and convenience of the people} with 
provision forthe more minute sub-divisions of townships, districts and 
precincts for municipal government and police. These subdivisions 
ought to be as small as the density of population may render 
possible. 

it is in these complete little republics where the sovereign power 
of the people is always in exercise, where self government has a 
perpetual vitality, and independent freedom is ‘practiced and 
enjoyed. To harmonize these by judicious general laws, enjoining, 
everywhere energy and uniformity of .action, is to found a State 
upon a basis of solid power and enduring strength, compatible with 
the generous enjoyment of freedom. 
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It will also be your care to establish a system of social police; 
laws for the prevention and punishment of crime and immorality ; 
a code of civil laws and procedure, for, the pacific adjustment in 
matters of contract and dispute between citizens, and for the 
management and protection of estates of deceased persons, and the 
care of heirs and orphans. To these you will add, tribunals for 
the executive management of the revenues, of taxation, roads, 
education, charity and ministerial officers for the effective adminis- 
tration of public affairs in its minute details. 

Pre-eminent among the principles which give vigor and stability 
to civilized society, is Education. The universal dissemination of- 
schools, in ‘which the people of all ages shall receive generous 
instruction, uniform and thorough in its character, inspires and 
maintains intelligence of a high standard. Upon a perfect system 
of colleges and schools for the people alone can we rely fora 
virtuous exercise of the elective franchise—for the steady discipline 
of civil society, and for the permanent power of order and religion 
over anarchy. 

I specially commend this subject to your deliberation, satisfied 
that every page of history demonstrates the universal cultivation of 
the intellect of the social mass, to be the origin from which flow 
order, religion, wealth and prosperity. 

Next in order, the military organization of our people demands 
your prompt action. The citizen must also be a soldier, and 
armed. The system of civil society is never safe from revolution, 
and the shoek of sudden conspiracies, unless associated with, 
and fortified by au equally vigorous discipline of its physical 
powers. 

The pressing necessity of military efficiency in discipline and 
arms, is rendered absolute, by the presence of twenty-five thousand 
resident Indians, intermingled with our people, and on the routes 
of communication over which all supplies reach our Territory. 

I recommend the creation of a Territorial organization of the 
militia, so efficient as to meet the necessities of our present and 
prospective condition; to maintain an energetic state of prepara- 
tion, always ready and effective, to enforce order and overbear every 
enemy. l 

There is distinctly discernable, in the industrial occupations of 
the people of Colorado, a classification of pursuits, owing natu- 
rally from the influences of climate, and the close juxtaposition of 
‘vast mountains and’plains; mining exclusively occupies a portion 
of our people; pastoral agriculture another portion; arable agri- 
culture a third portion. "With these are everywhere intermingled 
those who pursue commerce and manufactures. 

In the early infancy of society, the first instincts of the people 
have developed themselves, to obtain the benefits of government, 
by the effort to create a general provisional A subse- 
quently, by voluntary associations, locally established and tempo- 
rarily acquiesced in. i 

To harmonize this variety of tastes and industrial pursuits, under 
a genial system of laws, so judiciously guaged as to promote 
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the healthy vitality of each, and blend them into a state of 


mutual dependence and mutual support, is to attain the triumph of 
good government. Moderation, instructed and led by wisdom, will 
extinguish, from among the elements of society, the evil principles. 
of hostility and envy, and plant in ‘their place the good principles 
of generous rivairy and concord of energies. s 
Added to other fandamental departments of society, is the gov- 
ernment of cities, towns and villages, and the erection of public and 
private corporations. The immense experience of our country, 
demonstrates the necessity of a discriminating caution, in this vital 
department of legislation, where the central source of power dele- 
gates its own functions in detail. The wise rule of .action is, to re- 
strict the powers of corporations within the same constitutional barrier, 
which prescribes and limits the powers of the Legislature itself, 
and restrains all delegated powers and privileges, in obedience to 
the primary sovereignty of. the embodied people. ` = 


Having enumerated the departments of prominent importance in 
erecting the frame of government- and distributing the administra- 
tion of power among the body of society, L recur, with emphasis, to 
the departments of the judiciary and the militia. - 

To a pioneer people, entering upon the great work of establish- 
ing an harmonious commonwealth for themselves: and. their pos- 
terity, the vigorous action of these two departments constitutes 
the bulwark of their liberties, their safety from disorder, and their 
plain progress to success. Your care wil. be, to draw from accu- 
mulated experience, enactments so luminous, comprehensive and 
vigorous, as to awaken the response of the people, and command 
their energetic co-operation. a is 

I transmit to you a copy of the census of the Territory, officially 
taken, and the returns of the general election, held under the 
Organic Act, which invests you with full powers and authority for 


constituent legislation, within the restrictions of the Federal Consti- 


tution. s 


The census reveals many valuable and very novel facts. The 
comparative proportions of our people devoted to mining within 
thg mountains; to agriculture upon the great rivers, and those 
residing within the commercial towns, are clearly demonstrated. 
The aggregate population is 30,000. The predominance in numbers 
of male citizens over females and children, is a fact so remarkable 
as to have no recorded precedent in any new society voluntarily 
planted and perpetuated in the wilderness. 


The result of the vote of the whole people, impartially taken and 
honestly recorded, is a conclusive declaration of ‘their acceptance of 
the Organic Act, conceded by the Federal Congress, in response to 
their petitions. It is a sublime expression of their loyalty, satisfac- 
tion and devotion, to the existing Continental Union. Itis afervent 
prayer to the Supreme Throne ot Grace, for the sanctity, the safety, 
and the perpetuity of the Constitution and the best of Governments. 
It is an unqualified pledge to perpetuate the ancient forms inspired 
by the patriarchal fathers; to secure the independent liberties of the 


w 
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people; and to maintain the enjoyment of civil and religious liberty 
in practice among men. — 

l have had the agreeably opportunity to visit the. citizens of our 
Territory at their homes, and to accept of their generous hospitalities. 
Three -years have elapsed since the first pioneer settlement. Thegrand 
‘energies and activity of the people everywhere manifest, have. 
already created a powerful and well balanced commonwealth. This 
experience and labor establishes many facts. The existence of the 
precious and base metals in absolutely inexhaustible abundance and 
variety; the universal fertility of the soil, as well upon the flanks 
of the great mountains, as upon the plains and within the parks; 
the uniform splendor and salubrity of the climate; the facility of 
transit and penetration by roads over all varieties of surface, these 
facts, conclusively established, demonstrate that our country is- 
supremely favored by nature, with all the elements which promise 
unrivaled rapidity of progress, prosperity and power. 

A grand work, to penetrate the middle region of our continent, 
and to perfect the fraternal bonds of onr whole people, sometime 
isolated on the shores of different oceans,has long been denominated in 
the heart of every American. An exploration and critical survey, . 
nearly completed, of a line connecting Denver and Salt Lake Cities, 
by Vasquez Fork and the Middle Park, demonstrates the existence 
of a route through the Snowy Cordillera, filling all the require- 
ments of economieal construction, easy transit, centrality and 
directness, heretofore desired or demanded by any portion of the 
American people. It is through the centre of Colorado Territory, 
then, thatthe CONTINENTAL RaiLwayvis about to be constructed, which 
afew years will complete. Our Territory will be bisected, Hast 
and West, by the grandest work of all time, constructed to frater- 
nize the domestic relations of our own people, and to draw, to and 
fro, through the heart of the American Union, the travel and com- 
merce of all the nations, and all the continents of the world. Such 
is the civic triumph which awaits the intrepid bravery and conquer- 
ing energies of the pioneers who have developed and possess the 


great mountains. 


i. Às the extraction of gold, with which our great mountains are 


permeated, forms the primary occupation of our industrial popula- 
tion, and supplies the medium of commerce, I recommend that the 
condition and wants of our Mining region be specially reported to 
the Federal Congress. To aid in perfecting the processes of eco- 
nomical mining, and indefinitely increase the production of the 
precious metals and coin, the liberal assistance of the Government | 
and of science ought to be invoked, and it will be given. 


I pledge you my cordial and intelligent co-operation in all that, 
your wisdom and patriotism shall attempt. 

Our great country demands a period of stern virtue, of holy zeal, 
of regenerating patriotism, of devoted citizens. It is to you, rep- 
resentatives, and to the people of the young Territory of Colorado,. 
that I speak. Toexalt your intrepid enthusiasm, is my aim. .With 
ué are the Continental Eagles, and the Continental Cause, immor- 
talized by the purity of Washington, illuminated by the wisdom of 
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Jefferson, vindicated and restored by the illustrious Jackson. | Let 
us condense around these Eagles, and advance, devoted to maintain . 
their purity and to exalt their glory. os 
I commend your hearts to a steadfast faith in the Supreme power. 
of God, fortified by the contemplation of the stupendous forms of 
nature with which he surrounds us, and from which no element of 
sublimity is. left out. We must seek, in the colossal dimensions 
and sublime forms of nature with which we are encircled, and 
upward to the Supreme Throne of Grace, inspirations of wisdom, 
moderation and energy, to set the foundations of a Commonwealth 
which shall beat back the shocks ef time, and stand as firm: and 


enduring as the loftiest mountain. E

Mr. Steck, Chairman of the Committee on Standing Rules, offered 
the following, whut were adopted for the temporary government of 
the Council: ' 3 l 

Ist. The President Laying taken the chair, and a quorum beirg 
present, the Journal of the preceding day shall be read, to the-ena 
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that any mistake may be corrected which shall be madein the entries; 
a quorum shall consist of a majority of the members of the Council. 

2d. No member shall speak to another, or otherwise interrupt 
the business of the Council, or read any newspaper, while the 
Journal or public papers are reading, or when any member is speak- 
ing in any debate. 

dd. Every member, when he speaks, shall address the chair, 
standing in his place, and when he has finished, shall sit down. 

4th. No member shall speak more than twice in any one debate, 
on.the same day, without leave of the Council. 

5th. When two members rise at the same time, the President 
shall name the person to speak; but in all cases, the member who 
shall first rise and address the chair, shall speak first. 

6th. When a member shall be called to order by the President or 
a Councilman, he shall sit down; and every question of order shall 
be decided by the President without debate, subject to an appeal to 
the Council and the President may call for the sénse of ‘the Council 
on any question of order. ` 

Tth. If the member shall be called to order for words-spoken, the 
exceptionable words shall immediately be taken down in writing by 
the Clerk, that the President may be better enabled to judge of the 
matter. 

Sth. No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
Council without leave of the Council first obtained; and in case a 
less number than a quorum of the Council shall convene, they are 
hereby authorized to send the Sergeant-at-Arms, or other suitable 
person or persons, for any absent members, as a majority of such 
members present shall agree, at the expense of such absent members ` 
respectively, unless such excuse for non-attendance shall be made 
as the Council when a quorum is convened, shall judge sufficient. 

9th. No motion shell be debated until the same shall be seconded. 

10th. When a motion shall be made and seconded, it shall be 
reduced to writing if desired by the President, or any member, 
delivered at the table of the Secretary, and read, before the same 


shall be debated. 


1ith. When a questionis under debate, no mdtion shall be received, 
but to adjourn; for the previous question; to layon the table; to post- 
pone indefinitely; to postpone to a day certain; to commit or amend; 
which several motions shall have precedence in the order they stand 
arranged. Any motion may be withdrawn by the mover atany time 
before a discussion, amendment, or ordering of the ayes and nays, ex- 
ceptamotioto reconsider ,whichshall not be withdrawn without leave 
of the Council. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order. 
That, and the motion to lay on the table, shall be decided without 
debate. a 

12th. If a question in debate contain several points, any member 
may have the same divided; but on motion to strike out and insert, 
it shall not be in order to move for a division of the question; but 
the rejection of a motion to strike out and insert one proposition, 
shall not prevent a motion to strike out and insert a different 
proposition; nor prevent a subsequent motion simply to strike out; 


at 
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nor shall the rejection of a motion simply to str ike out, prevent 4 
motion, subsequently, to strike out and insert. ~ 

18th. In filling up blanks, the largest sum and the longest time 
shall be first put. 

14th. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same is 
objected to, by any member, it shall be determined by a vote of 
the Council, and without debate. 

15th. The unfinished business in which the Council was engaged 
at the preceding adjournment, shall have precedence in the special 
orders of the day. 

16th. When the yeas and nays are called for by one of the mem- 
bers present, each member called upon, shall declare openly, and 
without debate, his assent for ‘dissent to the question, unless, by 
special reason, he be excused by the/Counceil. 

‘17th. When the yeas and nays shall be taken on any question, 
in pursuance of the above rule, no members shall be permitted, 
under any circumstances whatever, „to. vote after the decision is 
announced by:the chair. 

18th. No motion shall be deemed in order to admit any person- 
or persons whatsoever, within the Council chamber, to present any. 
petition, memorial or address. 

19th. When a question has been carried or negatived, it shall be 
in order for any member of the majority to move’ for the reconsid- 
eration thereof. But no motion forthe reconsideration of any vote 
shall be in order after a bill, resolution, message, report, amend- 
ment or motion, upon which’the vote was taken, shall have gone 
out of the possession of the-Council announcing their decision ; 
nor shall any motion to reconsider be in order, unless made on the 
same day on which the vote was taken, or within the next two days 
of actual session of the Council thereafter. tue 

20th. The President of the Council, or President pro tempore, 
shall have the right to name a member to perform the duties 
of the chair, but such substitution shall not extend beyond an 
adjournm ent, 

2ist. After the Journal is read, the President shall first call for 
petitions, and then for reports from standing committees; and every 
petition or memorial, or other paper, shall be referred, of course, 
without putting a question for that purpose, unless the reference be 
objected to at the time the same is presented, And before any 
petition or other paper shall be received or read, a brief statement 
of the contents of the same shall be verbally made by the introducer. 

22d. The following shall be the order of business: 


1. Reading the Journal. 

2. Petitions or memorials. 

8. Reports from standing committees. 

4. Reports of special or select committees. 
5. Resolutions. - 

6. Notices and introduction of bills. 

T. Bills on first reading. 

8. Bills on second reading. 

9. Special order. 
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10. Bills on third reading. 

11. Bills on their passage. 

12. Special orders of the day. 
18. Unfinished business. 


23rd. One day’s notice, at least, shall be given, of an intended 
motion for leave to bring in a bill; but no paper or documen shall 
be printed for the use of the Council without special order. 


24th. Every bill shall receive its several readings, previous to its 
being passed, and the President shall give notice at each, whether 

it be the first, second or third; which readings shall be on three 
different days, unless the Council shall unanimously direct other- 
wise. All resolutions, to which the signature of the Governor may 

be requisite, shall ‘be treated, in all respects, in the introduction and 
form of proceedings on them, in the Council, in a similar manner 
with bills; and all other resolutions shall lie on the table one day, 
NG consideration, and also all reports of committees. 


25th. No bill shall be committed or amended, until it shall have 
“been twice read, after which, it may be referred to a committee. 


26th. All committees shall be appointed by the chair, unless 
otherwise directed by the Council. 


27th. All bills, on a second reading, shall first be considered by 
the Couneil, in the Committee of the Whole, before they shall be 
taken up and proceeded on by the Council, agreeably to the Stand- 
ing Rules, unless otherwise ord€red; when the Council shall con- 
sider a bill or resolution, as a committee of the whole, the President 
‘or President pro tempore shall call a member to-fill the chair during 
the time the Council shall remain in Committee of the Whole; 
and the chairman so called, shail, during such time, have the power 
of a President pro tempore. 
28th. The final question, upon the second reading of every bill, 
resolution or motion, originating in the Council, and requiring three 
readings previous to being passed, shall be, “whether it shall be 
engrossed and read a third time?” and no amendment shall be 
reccived for discussion, at a third reading of any bill, resolution or 
motion, unless by unanimous consent of the members present; but 
it shall at all times be in order, upon the final passage of any bill, 
resolution or motion, to move its commitment; and, shall such 
commitment take place, and any amendment be reported by the 
committee, the said bill, resolution or motion, shall be again read 
the second time, and considered in Committee of the Whole, and 
then the aforesaid question shall be again put. 


29th. The title of bills, and such parts thereof as shall be affected 
by proposed amendments, shall be inserted on the journals. 


30th. The proceedings of the Council, when not acting ın com- 
mittee of the whole, shall be ‘entered on the journal, as concise as 

` possible. ` Care being taken to detail a true and accurate account of 
the proceedings; and every vote of the Council shall be entered on 
the journal; and a brief statementof the contents of each petition 
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memorial, or paper, presented to the Council shall be inserted on the: 
journal. a oe 
81st. When motions are made for reference of the same: subject 
to a select committee, and to a standing committee, the question on 
reference to the standing committée shall first be put. k 
82nd. When nominations shall be made in writing by the Gover-

. hor to the Council, a future day shall be assigned unless the Council 


unanimously direct otherwise, for-taking them into consideration. 

83rd. All confidential communications made by the Governor’ 
shall be kept secret. When acting on confidential or executive 
business the Council room shall be glosed to all persons except the 
Secretaries and Sergeant-at-Arms.@ All information or remarks 
touching the character or qualifications of any person nominated by 
the Governor to office shall be kept secret. The legislative proceed- 
ings, the executive proceedings, and the confidential legislative pro- 
ceedings of the Council shall be kept in separate and distinct books. 

84th. Messages shall be semt to the House by the Assistant 
Secretary, or Sergeant-at-Arms, the Secretary having previously 
endorsed the final determination of the Council thereon. 

85th. Messages are introduced in any stage of business, except? 
when a question is beimg put, whilst the ayes and nays are being 
called, or while the ballots are being counted. 

86th. The rules of the Council shall be observed in the Commit- 
tee of the Whole, so far as they may be applicable, except limiting 
the time of speaking, and except the ayes and nays shall not be 
taken.

88th. Any official or member of the Council, convicted of dis- 
closing any matter, directed by the Council to be held in confidence, 
shall be Hable, if an officer, to dismissal from the service of the 
Council; and in case of a member, to suffer expulsion from the 
body. i 

89th. The rules of -parliamentary practice, comprised in Jeffer- 
son’s Manual, shall govern the Council, in all cases to which they 
are applieable and in whieh they are not inconsistent with the Stand- 
ing Rules and Orders of the Council, and the Joint Rules of the

Your comimittee have at twò sessions heard the applicants and 
remonstrants for that charter, and the following is the case as 
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resented by the applicants. A certificate signed “Saml. M. Link 

ecorder, “setting forth that on the 15th day of July, A. D. 1859, 
the new Nevada Ditch Company claimed the route or line of the 
New Nevada Ditch Company, lying the whole distance within the 
boundary of Nevada District; also a certificate signed R. D. Darling- 
ton, Recorder of Nevada District, setting forth that Saml. M. Link 
was the Recorder of Nevada District at the time of the location of 
said Ditch, to-wit: on the 15th day of July, 1856. 


There was also filed with your committee the certificate of R. D. 
Darlington certifying that on the 9th day of March, 1860, there was. 
held a convention of the mining districts of the Gregory Gold Min- 
ing Region, which said convention located the boundaries of said Ne- 
vada District; and also allowed said districtto construct a ditch through 
said Territory under the laws thereof, and of which said convention,said. 
Darlington was amember. The applicants also submitted to the 
consideration of your committee an article of agreement between 
the said Ditch Company, and one James Eggens, dated October 22d, 
1860, by which said article of agreement, the said James Eggens 
agreed in consideration of having the entire control of said ditch, 
and furnishing at least twenty-five square inches of water per day, 
at the rate of fifty cents persquare inch at said Company’s Reservoir, 
to make to said Ditch Company a quit claim deed of all his right 
and title to the water of North Clear Creek, and also a quit claim 
deed from said James Eggens to said Nevada Ditch of all his right 
and title to all the water of North Clear Creek that said Ditch Com- 
pany may require in consideration of a certain article of agreemént 
to him in hand given, as the payment of two thousand dollars, 
dated on the 23d of October, 1860. The applicants also introduced. 
evidence to show that the claimof Mr. Eggens to the waterof Notth 
Clear Creek was absolute, and the prior claim to said water.

That the mill claim of Charles Gibbs, was made prior to the 1§th 
day of July, 1859, that in the month of July the witness Bruce was 
at the mill of said Gibbs on North Clear creek, above the mouthiof 
Gregory Gulch, and saw it running, that said Gibbs had a cabin bn 
said claim in which said Gibbs was living, and that said Gibbs was 
then crushing quartz from the Gregory Lode., 


The deposition of the witness, L. Weightman, was substantially 
as follows: 


That the saw-mill of Sylvester Frazier and Weightman was the 
first one hegun on said North Clear Creek, and the claim on which 
said mill was erected, was taken by said firm on the 25th of June, 
1859, and that work was commenced on said claim about the 8d. 
cf July, 1859. The next claim taken was that of Charles Gibbs, 
about the 4th of July, 1859. The next claim was that of Freeman 


and Redd, who began work upon it about the same time. 

The next claim on which work was done. was that of James 
Eggens; he began work about the 16th of July, 1859, an his saw- 
mill. 


The above testimony was subtantiated by the witness. 
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The deposition of several other witnesses was introduced showing 
that there were several prior claims to that, either of James Eggens
